Major controversy delayed 
dust death identification

Fred M cVicar can’t run 100 yards or 
charge ahead of Boy Scouts on hikes as 
he once did. Chest colds are brutal. 


McVicar of 215 South K St. had to 
retire from Johns Manville Corp. on 
disability a couple of years ago at the 
ripe age of 52. He began in 1941 and 
worked as an industrial engineer 
Ralph Tolman, 406 North I St., had to 
have his right lung removed. He started 
working for J M in 1933 and was forced 
to retire on disability at age 61. 


I can’t do much now,” he readily 
admits. 
Dr. Milton Duncan, 214 South H St., 
who was the plant physician at J-M for 
18 
years 
before 
retiring 
in 
1972, 
estimates that as many as 30 to 40 men 
like McVicar and Tolman living in 
Lompoc now suffer from the affects of 
breathing the dust of diatomaceous 


earth, which is what J-M mines and 
processes in the hills above Lompoc 
They are either working at J-M or have 
retired. 


But Tom McCall, president of the 
International Chemical Workers Union, 
Local 146, can just name a few of these 
people. 


Because of the dust,” he said, “ they 
don’t last too long.” 
These men never heard of death or 
disability by dust before 1952. 
I knew some remarkable people — I 
mean really intelligent men who worked 
there and, over a period of time, and 
with complications, some of them died 
pretty damn young, died choking ” 
M cVicar remembers 
The reason new J-M workers - rather 
new workers in general in the diatomite 
industry - were unaware of the lethal 
affects of diatomaceous earth before

How do you spend *15 million in 
school funds that you didn’t expect? 
That was the question trustees of 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School 
D istrict 
discussed 
briefly 
yesterday

growing signs that they’ll have a lot of 
help in parceling out the money. 
The trustees glanced at a list of one­ 
time only vocational and education 
projects that are vying for the money 
and finally decided to hold all decisions 
in abeyance pending a crucial meeting 
on the subject by the Certificated 
Employe Council. The CEC is scheduled 
to meet late next month, but prior to the 
school 
board's 
second 
September 
meeting. 
Before the question was dropped 
yesterday, Supt. Glen Wegner told the 
board the list of possible projects 
contained 
recommendations 
from 
a 
number of sources including a highly 
publicized educational research study 
by Dr. Bill William s, but that he was 
still 
studying 
his 
own 
personal 
preferences. 
The money became available prior to 
the school board’s final approval for the 
budget on Aug. 6, when an appeals court 
ruling unfroze state aide monies that 
had been withheld illegally since 1986. 
Part of the money was used to reduce 
the amount of an imminent tax rate 


increase and the balance was banked 
pending some decisions by the board. 
In other agenda business yesterday, 
the board took the following action: 
— Acknowledged a new provision in 
the education code setting aside four 
weeks each year for "high school voter 
registration weeks." 
— Approved the same time scheduling 
program used last year, with no present 
plans to 
vary school starting times 
because of daylight savings problems 
that were faced last year 
— Approved a list of course offerings 
for Lompoc Adult School 
— 
Authorized 
Wegner 
to hire 
a 
principal for La Mesa School, ending the 
sharing of a principal with Buena Vista 
School. 


— Noted that the turnover of the 
teacher force at 5 35 per cent this year 
was the lowest in a number of years. 


— Approved a list of nine resignations 
that included the already announced 
retirement of Supt. Glen Wegner. The 
list was approved along with words of 
praise for Wegner by Karl Braun, board 
president. 


— Approved a list of extra curricular 
salaries, principally in athletic areas.

wherever appropriate

workers began quite naively, although 
old timers had their strong suspicions, 
opined one source. 


The controversial question, in short, 
was how dangerous was diatomaceous 
dust to the health of men who worked in 
the diatomite industry, if at all. 


F or years before 1952, the controversy 
“raged, 
m ostly 
behind 
doors’’ 
unresolved as 
researchers produced 
conflicting results from investigative 
studies. 


For example, in 1932 Doctors Robert 
T. 
Legge 
and 
Esther 
Rosencrantz 
re p o rte d 
x-ray 
e v id e n ce 
of 
pneumoconiosis” 
due 
to breathing 
diatomaceous dust in 81, or 68 5 per 
cent, of 118 examined workers employed 
at J M 


In 60 workers the changes were 
described as very early or early, in 15 
moderately advanced, and in six as 
advanced 
All but one of these with 
advanced changes had been employed 
for five years or more 


Pneumoconiosis is defined as "a 
fibrous induration of the lungs due to the 
irritation caused by the inhalation of 
dust, esp. in certain occupations, as coal 
mining, stonecutting, and the like ” 


In simpler terms, it is a disease which 
restricts a person’s breathing, leading to 
disability and premature death. 


Soon after 1932 the people at the 
Trudeau Laboratories at Saranac, New 
York — considered the most advanced 
research workers on pneumoconiosis in 
the world at the time — reviewed the 
Legge 
and 
Rosencrantz 
study 
and 
determined 
that the x-rays showed 
evidence of TB, not pneumoconiosis 


Another study which afforded little 
credence to the Legge and Rosencrantz 
report was done by a Dr. Middleton in 
1936 He found only "slight” reaction in 
two of six workers who had been 
exposed 
for 
10 years or more to 
diatomaceous dust in England. 


In 
1947, 
M artin, 
Vallaud, 
and 
Champeix published findings from an 
investigation of workers exposed for 
many years to the dust: three out of 32 
workers examined by x-ray showed 
“mild linear lung shadows” — nothing 
to get worried about. 


Finally the year 1952 rolled around 
and dramatic and irrevocable events 
happened 
and 
Dr. 
Legge and 
Dr. 
Rosencrantz immediately deserved a 
better station in medical history.

WASHINGTON (U P li — President 
Ford said today he subscribed to the 
belief that former President Nixon had 
suffered enough from Watergate, but 
declined to say he would protect him 
from prosecution. 
Of

" I make no 
commitment now one way or the other” 
on whether to pardon Nixon should the 
former president be prosecuted and 
convicted for Watergate 
He said Special Watergate Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski "has an obligation to 
take any action he sees fit" in the 
Watergate scandals "consistent with his 
oath of office " 
It is an option and a proper option for 
any president," Ford said 
In his first news conference since 
taking office Aug 9, Ford reiterated 
what his vice presidential nominee. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, said last week 
Rockefeller told a news conference he 
felt Nixon had suffered enough by being 
forced from office by Watergate, and 
should "not be drawn and quartered.” 
Ford said he thinks this reflects "the 
general point of view of the American 
people 
and that he personally sub­ 
scribes to it 
"Bu t let me add in the last lOdays-two 
weeks, 1 have asked for prayers of 
guidance on this particular point," he 
said. 
‘I am the final authority. No 
charges have been made No action has 
been taken by the courts No action has 
been taken by any jury 1 think it unwise 
and 
u n tim e ly 
to 
m ake 
any 
commitment." 
Ford said he would make no decision 
about Nixon’s fate “ until it geLs to me.” 
Ford said that "to my knowledge” 
there 
had 
been 
no communication 
between his staff and Jaworski on Nixon 
and Watergate defendants 
Asked 
about 
claim s 
by 
some 
conservatives that he had "moved too 
far 
to 
the 
left" 
during 
his 
brief 
presidency, Ford said he understood 
those claims were based on his proposal 
for 
conditional 
amnesty 
for 
draft 
resisters 
and 
his 
selection 
of 
Rockefeller 
I don’t think these views are in the 
political spectrum of right or left,” Ford 
said He said those decisions were based 
on what he believed to be right, and that 
I intend to make decisions" on that 
same basis in the future 
Asked whether he will run for election 
in 1976 with Rockefeller as his running 
mate, Ford said this probably would be 
the case because he considers himself 
and the former New York governor "a 
good team ’ But he emphasized that the 
decision will be up to the Republican 
National Convention 
Answering questions easily, his arms 
folded and his voice strong, Ford said 
Wage and price controls are out 
Period." 


Asked if there were any foreseeable 
circumstances under which he might 
reinstitute controls, Ford replied 
The situation is precisely this I had 
a 
meeting 
with

congressional 
leadership and my own advisers at 
which there was agreement that I would 
not ask for wage and price controls The 
Republican and Democratic leadership 
agreed there was no possibility that 
Congress in this 1974 session would 
approve controls And third, labor and 
management 
almost 
unanimously 
believe that the reimposition of controls 
would be unwise.” 
Under all these circumstances, it 
means that wage and price controls are 
out Period.”

Common Market to cut 
buying of U.S. feed

European Common Market will cut its 
purchase of American livestock feed by 
about 10 per cent in the next year in an 
effort to ease rising U.S. food prices, the 
market's 
agricultural 
commissioner 
said today. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L 
Butz 
praised the cooperation between the two 
continents to meet one of the world’s 
major problems and said the decision 
meant that despite a sharp drop in U.S. 
corn production, the government will 
not have to impose gram export controls 
to keep U.S. prices from skyrocketing. 
The action followed sim ilar word from 
Japanese leaders. 
When you have to cut back your own 
consumption, it is normal that we try to

The two officials and aides met 
Tuesday and today at Butz’ invitation to 
review the grain and food price outlook. 
Butz praised the European spokesman 
for agreeing to "share with us and the 
rest of the world" the impact of price 
increases and reductions in supplies of 
livestock foods, especially pork and 
poultry. 
Lardinois estimate that the Common 
Market, the largest overseas customer 
for U.S. corn and other feed grains, 
would reduce purchases "approximately 
10 per cent" indicated a reduction of 
about 40 million bushels in purchases. 


Soyuz-15 cosmonauts prepare 
to return; docking fails 


Asked what role Rockefeller will play 
if confirmed by Congress, Ford said he 
anticipated his vice president would

He also said Rockefeller might take 
over the President’s position on the 
subcommittee of the domestic council 
on privacy.

Ford wore no heavy makeup usually 
used for television appearances. He 
wore a pinstriped blue suit with wide 
lapels, blue and white striped shirt and a 
wide dark blue figured tie. 
While declining to say whether he 
might eventually pardon Nixon should 
the former president be convicted for 
Watergate offenses, Ford indicated he 
would not block any indictment a grand 
jury might bring. 


MOSCOW (U P I) — The two Soyuz-15 
cosmonauts cut short their space flight 
after two days today and prepared to 
return to earth after apparently failing 
to dock with Russia’s orbiting space 
laboratory. 


Any docking failure might raise new 
questions about the scheduled linkup 
next Ju ly with an American space 
vehicle. 


However, 
a 
U.S. 
space 
agency 
spokesman said in Washington it would 
not affect plans for the linkup between a 
Soyuz 
and 
an 
Am erican 
Apollo 
spacecraft because a completely new 
docking system jointly designed by the 
Americans and the Russians will be used 
for that mission. 


The Tass 
news 
agency said the 
cosmonauts 
had 
made 
repeated 
approaches to the Salyut-3 space station, 
which has been in orbit since June 25. 
Tass did not specifically say they failed 
to dock with it. 


"Something must have gone wrong,” 
one western space expert said "They 
could not have accomplished anything 
significant in only two days. ” 


Salyut has been plagued in the past 
with 
stabilization 
problems 
which 
caused it to roll in space The spacecraft 
recently underwent modifications that 
were apparently intended, among other 
things, to correct this problem. 


The official Tass news agency gave no 
indication of trouble aboard the Soyuz 15 
craft, carrying two space rookies, Col. 


Lev Demin, 48, and Lt. Col. Gennady 
Sarafanov, 32 
The Tass report, however, did not 
include the standard phrase that all 
flight 
systems 
were 
proceeding 
normally. 
“ The crew is drawing the flight to a 
close and is getting the spaceship 
prepared for return to earth,” Tass said.

A peek at Ford's grid record

The tipoff: 


And now comes the World Basketball League. And 
you can expect a veteran NBA guard to go off to Hol­ 
land in the next month or so as a player-coach. 


Q. I ’m interested in knowing just how good a football 
player Gerald Ford was at Michigan. Was he really an All- 
American like they write about now? — J.V ., Menominee. 
Mich. 
No. The right honorable President, as a matter of fact, 
wasn’t even the regular center during his first two varsity 
years because the man over the ball was a great All-Ameri­ 
can, Chuck Bernard. When Ford did take over in his senior 
year, Michigan won only one game that season — over 
Georgia Tech and scored only three touchdowns. The Presi­ 
dent was an average good player who did make selection to 
the East-West game. 
Q. Since Jim m y Connors, Chris Evert and Bjorn Borg 
have become so prominent, there has been a lot of focus on 
two-hand backhand shots in tennis. But does anybody hit a 
tw o-hand forehand? — Sally Cook, Cleveland, O. 
Frew McMillan, the lean Scotsman from South Africa, 
meets your specifications. Frew, in fact, hits both his 
forehand and backhand shots “double-handed” (as he calls 
it) and is the only major tennis player in history with that 
unorthodox form. Pancho Segura and Jack Bromwich 
among the old-timers hit two-hand forehands. But the ten­ 
dency is for youngsters to adopt that style on the backhand 


when they start playing the game to compensate for lack of 
strength on that stroke. 


Q. I think the World Baseball League w ill be the worst 
thing that ever has happened to baseball. What do you think 
of this league? — Greg Polk. Napa, Calif. 
I think very little of it — that is, very seldom. Just another 
obvious attempt by entrepreneurs to milk sports commer­ 
cially, which is the pervasive tactic of these times in the 
world of fun and games. But I don't see it as the monstrous 
threat to the well-being of a sport that has more to fear from 
the troglodytie thinking of those in command — i.e., the com­ 
missioner. 
Q. How many baseballs, roughly, are lost during a major 
league game on account of foul balls, home runs, etc.? — 
Rodney Walker, Pound, Wis. 
Best way to answer you is that five dozen balls are rubbed 
down with special mud before a single game, eight dozen 
before a doubleheader. That’s up from three dozen and live 
dozen for like events a few years ago. To clarify an earlier 
answer, the mud comes from the Delaware river.

The major stumbling block preventing 
agreement was the Rozelle Rule, under 
which the league commissioner deter­ 
mines compensation for athletes who 
play out their option and then sign with 
another team The NFL proposal which 
was rejected by the players called for 
modification 
of the 
Rozelle 
Rule, 
increased 
pension 
and 
insurance 
payments, 
liberalized 
working 
conditions and the opportunity for 
players to participate in proposed rule- 
change discussions 
All were points 
covered by original player demands. 
The rejection of the contract proposal 
by the players ended two days of 
discussion by management and the 
players under the auspices of chief 
Federal Mediator W.J. Usery Usery 
said he was “ disappointed” by the 
failure to reach an agreement and that 
he would call both sides into renewed 
negotiations at some point in the near 
future. 
Both Garvey and NFLPA President 
Bill Curry said the 14-day cooling off 
period under which players entered 
training camp two weeks ago had been a

A partnership to aid stricken 
birds and animals has been 
formed by County Landscape 
Architect Rod Barrette and his 
w ife, 
Jan , 
and 
County 
Environmental Specialist A1 
Manee 
They were called into action 
again just the other day when a 
beachside 
resident 
found a 
seagull at her doorstep unable 
to fly 
The Santa Barbara Humane 
Society referred the woman to 
the wild animal-bird team, and 
Manee after administering to 
the seagull was able to place it 
with 
the 
Child 
Estate 
zoological 
facility 
for 
safekeeping 
until 
it 
fully 
recovers and is able to fly the 
beaches again 


Manee said the Barrettes 
originally staned the service 
on their own, and he joined 
their endeavor 


* The 
concern 
here 
is 
largely 
with 
injured 
or 
otherwise 
stricken 
birds,” 
said Manee He declared the 
Humane Society is not geared 
to provide such specialized 
work 


The Barrettes and Manee can 
be reached at their county 
offices 
through 
the county 
switchboard at 966-1611 or at 
their homes. 


They take their job senously, 
doing what they 
can for the 
helpless victims brought to 
them, before turning them over 
to the Child Estate or the Santa 
Barbara Museum of Natural 
History The latter institutions 
provide recuperative help for 
the animals and birds taken to 
them and wherever possible 
see 
they 
are 
returned 
to 
natural habitats. 


The volunteers often find 
their weekends interrupted by 
distress 
calls, 
but 
gladly 
perform their tasks at any 
reasonable hour. They have 
handled 
hummingbirds, 
swallows and pigeons found to 
need 
help; 
shorebirds 
and 
marine birds prove the most 
difficult 
of 
cases, 
it 
is 
admitted. 


Ocassionally, 
small 
wild 
animals are referred to them 
for help There should be no 
fear, Manee said, that the 
Museum of Natural History 
will 
use 
animals or birds 
brought 
in 
to 
them 
as 
specimens. They are given 
care and are released, when 
able to lend for themselves. 


The volunteer workers try to 
see to it in certain cases that 
private placement is available. 


In addition to the recent case 
of the injured sea gull, Manee 
recalled the animal-bird team 
had a tiny screech owl brought 
in The infant owl had been 
carried into a house by the 
fam ily 
cat, 
b a sic a lly 
unharmed The owl was cared 
for until it was able to fly to 
freedom. 


This is our busiest season,” 
reported Manee. 


He said he had a few words of 
advice for parents and others 
concerning the finding of young 
birds. They can be put back in 
the nest with full acceptance by 
the 
mother 
even 
though 
touched by humans, he said He 
also advised children not to rob 
nests of their young, as has

United Press International 
The theological divisions in 
the 2 7 million member Luther­ 
an Church (Missouri Synod) 
are 
spilling 
over

unity that now exisLs among 
American Lutherans 


That spillage became clear 
at the recent convention of the 
Lutheran Church in America — 
the nation's largest (3 million 
members) and most liberal 
Lutheran communion 


Delegates to the convention 
adopted a resolution expressing 
regret at "all official efforts to 
legislate adherence” to docu 
ments other than the Bible 
which "serve to fence God s 
word 
and 
fracture 
Gods 
people ” 


The resolution was a direct 
sla p 
a t 
th e 
p re s e n t 
conservative administration of 
the Missouri Synod which has 
pressed for — and received by 
slim 
convention 
votes 
—a 
requirement 
that 
doctrinal 
statem ents 
approved 
by 
conventions are binding on all 
members of the church 


The conservatives in Mis­ 
souri. headed by the synod 
president, Dr 
J A O Preus. 
have used that resolution to 
press heresy charges against 
the one time president of iLs 
p re s tig io u s 
C o n co rd ia 
Seminary and several of the 
seminary staff 


The result has been a wide 
doctrinal and theological split 
in the generally conservative 
denomination with the ouster of 
a majority of the seminary 
professors, establishment of a 
"seminary in exile." a major 
split in the church's mission 
staff and, finally, the organiza 
tion of the moderate minority 
into "Evangelical Lutherans 
Mission (KLIM).” 


Missouri and the LCA, along 
with 
the 
middle-of the road 
American 
Lutheran Church, 
form the Lutheran Council in 
the USA (LCUSA), primary 
vehicle of inter-Lutheran coop^ 
(•ration and unity in the United 
States 


Proponents of Lutheran unity 
among all three churches have 
expressed concern about what 
the impact of the internal 
Missouri struggle means for 
the 
future 
of Lutheran 
cooperation, and the action by 
the LCA convention, clearly 
siding with 
the moderates, 
. strengthened that concern. 


The movement openly to 
align the church with the out- 
of * power moderates came, 
according 
to 
one observer, 
when it was announced that 
Preus would not be present for 
the ceremonial but traditional 
greeting to the delegates, thus 
rupturing a chain of presiden 
tial appearances by heads of 
"sister 
churches" reaching 
back more than a decade 


The 
delegates, 
after 
an 
abortive plan to dismvite Preus 
or his substitute, then pushed 
for an invitation for equal time 
for a representative of KIJM. 


They followed up that invita 
tion — an appearance by the 
KLIM's president, the Rev 
Samuel J Roth of St Louis — 
with passage of a resolution 
called "a statement of con­ 
cern” in which the delegates 
expressed solidarity with "our 
Lutheran sisters and brothers 
everywhere who will join in an

really small 


During the energy crisis this 
past 
w in te r, 
Am ericans 
switched down f rom big cars or 
didn't buy at all. In that move, 
the intermediate and compact 
segments were the two largest 
— intermediates grabbing 24.1 
per cent of the market in the 
first six months and compacts 
accounting for 17.8 per cent. 


Bidwell, vice president in 
charge of the Ford Division, 
and Benton, his counterpart at 
Lm coln-M ercury 
Division, 
have two cars that fit in either 
category. 
Bidwell likes to call the Ford 
Granada a new concept for an 
American car. 
" It is neither a small car nor 
a big car,” Bidwell says " If we 
could abandon our traditional 
definitions, 1 think Granada 
would be designated a ‘stan­ 
dard’ car and those above it in 
size would be called ‘big,’ while 
those below it would be called 
‘small.’” 
Benton says much the same 
about his Mercury Monarch 
which, except for some differ­ 
ences in the grille and trim, is a 
twin to the Granada It offers, 
Benton 
says, 
compact 
car 
operating economy, along with 
design 
and 
other 
features 
normally associated with more 
expensive 
standard-size 
models. 
O rigin ally 
they 
were 
intended as replacements for 
the popular Ford Maverick and 
Mercury 
Comet 
compacts. 
Ford last year saw the need for 
as big a lineup of midsized cars 
as possible and decided to hang 
on to both 
— leaving them 
virtually 
unchanged 
— while 
introducing 
Granada 
and 
Monarch as luxury compacts. 
Or 
maybe 
small 
luxury 
intermediates. 
It’s all a name game and the 
winner gets the sales. Ford is 
hoping to grab its sales for the 
new cars from present owners 
of the full-size or big intermedi­ 
ates 
who 
want 
something 
smaller but just as luxurious 
and aren’t willing to go all the 
way 
down 
to 
a 
Pinto 
or 
Maverick 
Benton calls them "BOP 
beaters," meaning they’ll grab 
sales away from the Buick, 
Oldsmobile and Pontiac (B-O- 
P ) divisions of General Motors. 
Having a car the competition 
doesn’t have — at least not in 
the public’s mind — is a definite 
plus. Ford capitalized on this in 
the 1974 model year with its 
Mustang 
II, 
a 
completely 
redesigned and smaller version 
of the earlier Mustang models. 
Customers 
went 
for 
the 
change in a big way. Through 
July, Ford sold 250,675 Mustang 
Its, up 134 per cent from the ’73 
model year. 
GM catches up with Ford this 
year in that segment with its 
sporty Chevrolet Monza Two- 
Plus-Two, Oldsmobile Starfire 
and 
Buick 
Skyhawk 
— all 
versions of the subcompact 
Vega.

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Fund executive 
speaks against 
nonproducers 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Inna 
tion is a social and political 
proolem, 
more 
than 
an 
economic matter, and the best 
cure for it is to reduce the 
number of nonproducers in 
society, according to Milton 
Mound, 
a 
m utual 
fund 
executive. 
Mound, president of First 
Multifund of America, Inc., 
presented this viewpoint in a 
letter 
to 
a 
dozen 
of 
the 
country's leading economists 
and management consultants, 
including 
some 
presidential 
advisers The group participat­ 
ed recently in a forum on 
inflation 
sponsored 
by 
The 
C onference 
B oard, 
an 
independent business research 
organization. 
Mound told UPI 
inflation 
could be controlled without the 
trauma of a depression. He said 
the best way to do it was to 
reduce the number of drones in 
society 
“ If money was paid only to 
producers for creating supplies 
of goods and services, demand 
would never exceed supply and 
we would never have real 
inflation," Mound commented. 
"The 
real 
cause 
of 
our 
serious inflation is that too 
many Americans who are paid 
well and live well are either 
nonproducers or lead underpro­ 
ductive lives," he added “ In 
the society erf the beehive, the 
workers eventually kill off the 
drone bees so the honey supply 
will be sufficient to last the 
hive 
through 
the 
winter. 
Figuratively speaking, human 
society must put its drones to 
work or get rid of them.” 
By definition, a human drone 
is a lazy person who won’t 
work, not one who wants work 
but can’t find it. But people 
who are willing and able to 
work but remain unemployed 
are nonproducers and the cost 
of supporting them is a big 
factor in inflation, Mound said. 
Next to the unemployed and 
the disabled, Mound said, the 
biggest group of non producers 
are 
retired 
persons, 
while 
subproducers 
include 
many 
millions who have jobs but do 
little or nothing that increases 
the supply of useful goods and 
services 
“ The blunt truth is that never 
before in human history have 
so many 
nonproducers and 
subproducers been supported 
by so few producers as in 
present-day America,” Mound 
said.

Fashion leader says cost of clothes is going up 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Vin­ 
cent Monte-Sano. a 
fashion 
leader since the 1930s. says the 
woman customer buying fall 
‘74 clothes will pay more than 
last year because fabric and 
labor costs are up 
The ready-to-wear industry 
itself is in a state of the 
doldrums, he said, but from 
this the customer most of all 
stands to benefit, even as she 
sees price increases as much as 
25 per cent. 
“ Fashion-wise 
and 
price- 
wise the picture is dark for the 
industry," 
said 
Monte-Sano 
“ But the customer w ill benefit 
because 
the 
retailer, 
the 
manufacturer and the designer 
all will be trying to please 
her.” 
His advice: "Shop carefully, 
look for fit and quality, and 
don’t be badgered into buying 
what you don’t like. Clothes 
should flatter. 
“ A girl fights to keep her 
figure. Why then should she 
wear something that doesn't 
look good on her ?” 
With that, Monte-Sano. who’s 
been in the garment business 
since 1939, launched into a 
denunciation of one fall trend 
dominating 
the 
New 
York 
women's wear market. 
“ I don’t like the big, drooped 
look,” said Monte-Sano 
He 
referred 
to 
what 
one 
fall 
fashion 
roundup from 
New 
York designers called "the 


giant overcoat over the bulky 
sweater., over your big full 
skirt... volume is what’s impor 
tant...yards of swirling fabrics 
in capes and flyaway backs 
Plus the longer skirts, some 
drooping to mid-calf. 
i t ’s a case of the emperor’s 
new clothes," said Monte-Sano 
"People 
say, 
Oh, 
isn’t it 
beautiful!' 
I t ’s 
not. 
The 
average woman doesn’t want to 
look that way The kids in their 
make-believe way may find the 
clothes 
attractive. 
But 
as 
lengths get longer the tops get 
heavier 
and 
prices 
go 
up 
because there is more yar­ 
dage.” 
Monte-Sano sounded off on 
what’s wrong with the fall 
scene in an interview as he 
prepared to open the week long 
series of ready to-wear shows 
for 
visiting 
reporters from 
newspapers, 
television 
and 
radio. 
The week is the 63rd semi­ 


annual event sponsored by the 
New York Couture Business 
Council, 
of 
which 
he 
is 
president. 
The 
council 
consists 
of 
manufacturers 
in 
various 
facets of the clothing industry 
including his own firm. Main 
Street, which makes rain and 
storm coats 
When 
the 
couture 
group 
completes its daily series this 
week, 
another 
called 
the 
American 
Designers 
Group 
takes over for another five 
days By June 28, the visiting 
editors will have seen all facets 
of fall styles 
Use of more fabric is just one 
reason for price increases. 
Monte-Sano said the major 
reasons lie in union contract 
increases and scarcity of both 
synthetics and natural fabrics 
Under terms of the industry's 
three year contract with the 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union (ILGWU) this 


year there’s a 6-V* per cent 
wage increase, plus a 5-V* per 
cent cost of living increase 
That’s at the manufacturer 
level By the time the increase 
gets to the consumer, it means 
about double, he said 


Synthetics, which are in most 
instances petrochemical-based 
were caught in the energy 
crisis 
so 
prices 
went 
up 
although Monte-Sano thought 
“ this is levelling out." 
As for silks and wools "if you 
can get them,” they're expen­ 
sive with the added cost of 
import tariffs. 


He walked across his office 
and lifted a bolt of fabric to 
show what's happening with the 
naturals —th e y ’ re 
being 
blended with polyesters. This 
one 
read,

polyester, 15 per cent wool." 
On one wall of Monte-Sano’s 
office there’s a framed quote 
from John Ruskin. It goes, 
“ There is hardly anything in 
the world that someone cannot 
make a little worse and also a 
little cheaper. And the people 
who consider price alone are 
this man's lawf ul prey.” 
” 1 could make a speech from 
that alone," said Monte-Sano

Organization plus her hus­ 
band’s cooperation help Mrs 
Walter 
(Helen) 
Novitsky, 
mother of four grown children 
and grandmother of two, keep 
two jobs going. 
Mrs. Novitsky, a secretary at 
Metropolitan Life Insurance, 
entered the job market after 
her children were old enough to 
be on their own although two 
still are at home in their five- 
room apartment in suburban 
Elmhurst, N.Y. 
“ Sometimes it’s a struggle," 
said Mrs Novitsky. “ But my 
husband helps and when I get a 
spell of cooking, I ’ll do three 
meals and freeze the other two 
for later. We'll both do the 
marketing. And when he works 
on the car on Saturday, I ’ll 
work on the house."

NEW YORK (U FII - We 
read their sad stories in the 
newspapers We wonder what 
impels the parent who with 
unbelievable cruelty abuses the 
child And we wonder what can 
be done for the children and 
also to rehabilitate the parents 
Much is being accomplished 
through 
legislation and 
the 
courts, by the medical profes­ 
sion, 
by 
volunteer 
groups 
offering aid, and by parents 
themselves who realize their 
trouble Even so, the problem 
grows. 
Conservatively, the U.S. Chil­ 
dren’s 
Bureau 
places 
the 
annual 
incidence 
at 
about 
50,000 to 75,000 cases 
In a 
1973 report for the 
American Medical Association, 
Dr. Vincent J. Fontana, a 
leading authority on the prob­ 
lem, speculated that if the 
present pattern of increase 
continues, during the next five 
to 10 years, doctors can expect 
to be confronted with at least 
1.5 million cases of suspected 
maltreatment. 
Among them will be an

Dr. Fontana says that child 
battering 
had

He be 
lieves it is “ probably the most

to 
any

the 
infectious diseases, leukemia, 
and automobile accidents...it is 
a national disgrace 
The “ national disgrace" of 
the battered child is examined 
in depth in a new publication 
from the Public Affairs Com 
mittee, Inc., a nonprofit educa­ 
tional

The author of “ To Combat 
Child Abuse and Neglect" is 
Theodore Irwin who writes 
extensively on health and social 


problems 
Irwin explores the causes, 
finding that most child batter­ 
ing 
is done 
by apparently 
“ normal" people in a critical 
period, 
that 
even 
among 
serious cases of abuse, less 
than 10 per cent of the patents 
are found to be alcoholic or 
emotionally 
disturbed 
or 
mentally ill. 
"Generally," 
he 
writes, 
“ abusive parents strike out in 
rage, 
resentment 
or sheer 
ignorance." 
Maltreatment often has been 
traced to compulsive disci­ 
plinarians, he says. It’s the old 
“ spare the rod and spoil the 
child” dictum 


But an impelling factor lies 
in the upbringing of the parents 
themselves Many were reared 
in homes where beating chil­ 


dren was a common practice so 
they repeat the cycle. 
One authority. Dr. Eli H. 
Newberger, reports that most 
abusive parents appear to be 
overwhelmed by their (own) 
life 
circumstances, 
the 
stresses and strains that make 
them lash out at children 
On 
the 
legal 
front 
of 
prevention, all 50 states now 
require medical practitioners 
to 
report 
to 
appropriate 
authorities suspected cases of 
child abuse or glaring neglect. 
Then there comes the con­ 
troversial issue —the right of 
parents to rear their children 


as they see fit, versus the right 
of a child to “ life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness ’ 


Irwin describes some new 
approaches on the community 
level. He finds less emphasis on 
placing abused youngsters in 
foster homes and more on 
helping 
parents 
cope 
"Obviously," 
he 
writes, 
“ educating parents about child 
development and child rearing 
can 
help avert abuse and 
dangerous neglect. 


“ So can decent 
housing, 
medical care, jobs, whatever 
nurtures a healthy family."

Dehydrated manure 
to be used in feeds 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
is only a few months away from 
granting final 
approval 
for 
recycling dehydrated manure 
into 
feeds 
for 
catUe 
and 
chickens, industry sources say. 
Spokesmen for the National 
Broiler Council predicted that 
FDA officials may, before the 
end of July, publish proposed 
regulations allowing the use of 
dried poultry and livestock 
waste as feed Such a proposal 
would normally be followed by 
at least 60 days for public 
comment before a final agency 
decision to put the regulations 
into effect. 
FDA officials said they could 
not confirm that a proposed 
regulation will be issued for 
public comment before July 
ends. But a spokesman said the 
issue of recycled waste is “ one 
of our priority items" and a 
decision is expected soon 
One reason for the forecast of 
early action is a recent prod 
from the House Appropriations 


Committee, which charged in a' 
report the FDA had taken far 
too long to make up its mind 
about authorizing use of recy­ 
cled waste 
Recent technical studies by 
the Agriculture Department, 
meanwhile, have indicated that 
egg producers can profitably 
recycle waste from their laying 
chickens if they operate flocks 
of 50,000 or more A Depart 
ment report said waste from 
laying chickens can also be 
dried and fed to dairy and beef 
cattle, as can waste from 
broiler chickens. 
Dried waste f rom laying hens 
is produced by a heat process 
which destroys harmful bac­ 
teria and leaves a granulated 
product—odorless, light brown 
m color and resembling soy­ 
bean meal. Waste from broiler 
chickens, a mixture of litter 
and manure, can either be 
dried or put into an air-tight 
silo where natural chemical 
action converts it into a sweet­ 
smelling. palatable feed

As partner I found, 
estimated, bid on government defense and industrial contracts and supervised 
them to conclusion On many occasions this required supervising four crews 
of workmen scattered through the western states.

1942 1946 Active military service in the U.S. Coast Guard Assistant Supply 
Officer serving the 5th (Norfolk) and 10th (San Juan. Puerto Rico) Naval 
Districts Later served as Assistant and War Bond Issuing Officer at Coast 
Guard Headquarters in Washington D C. In one instance I was required as a 
Jr Officer to serve and "stand between" a crew of 85 (who had signed a paper 
giving a date to mutiny) and their Commanding Officer — and I restored

1948-1949 Worked as executive secretary for a wholesale lumber dealer in 
Klamath Falls.

1949-1951: Went to college on the G.I Bill and finished earning a Bachelor’s 
degree in Business Administration. Magna Cum Laude 
1951-1954 
Assisted management of Aldon Construction Company m 
administering multiple corporations in building new communities like 
Lakewood. Norwalk. Northndge, Tarzana Dealt with County Officials on 
planning mapping to turn raw land into cities 
1954 Our daughter was bom and I retired from paid employment, though I 
served in many volunteer capacities. 
1965-1974 
Conferred, c insulted, promoted causes with my husband 
I 
studied and informed myself on city matters and future city needs, attended 
council meetings, read preliminary information, followed actions of the 
Council, and in general, backed up an ethical, resourceful, dynamic man who 
gave his time, strength, skill and courage to make this a better community. 
And lastly. I have listened to the people with Sol, all the people, with 
empathy, — and as both Sol and I would only have it, as one of them, and we 
did what we could to help when help was needed and tried to help fulfill their 
needs 
I have a reasonable, logical mind, adequate education and experience, and 
leadership qualities I am open to questions about my background from 
anyone 
It is not my wish to fill this vacancy solely out of sentiment I can do this job 
And the wonderful people of Lompoc deserve an extension of the qualities they 
so clearly showed they wanted in the March election.

The 'Lone Eagle' 


It can truly be 
said that Charles 
“ Lindy” Lindbergh was his own man. 
The “ Lone Eagle died at the age of 72 
near a remote village on the Hawaiian 
Island of Maui. 


All on his own, in one of the most 
courageous efforts this world will ever 
see Charles Lindbergh made the first solo 
transatlantic flight in 1927. It made him a 
world 
hero, 
naturally, 
but 
more 
importantly, it showed the world the 
potential of air travel. 


His status of hero also made him the 
target for personal tragedy. In 1932, his 
only 
infant 
son 
was 
kidnaped 
and 
murdered. Lindbergh and his wife went 
into seclusion. 


He gained public attention once again, 
however, by opposing the U.S. entry into 
World 
War 
II 
and 
speaking 
out 
vociferously for isolationism. It was not a 
papular stand and the hero again became 
the target of abuse. 
In 1972, Lindbergh startled the aviation 
industry by opposing the development of 
the 
supersonic 
transport 
plane 
on 
economic and environmental grounds. 
Congress later voted down the SST. 
In his later years, Lindbergh maintained 
his interest in aviation and developed a 
keen interest in this world s environment. 
He raised millions of dollars to maintain 
the beauty of the place where he died. 
The world will long remember the 
“ Lone Eagle.’’

Pedro Beltran, a septuagenarian with 
the noble face of an lnca, and the 
cosmopolitan background of a Latin - 
American aristocrat, served briefly as 
Prime Minister of his native Peru, but 
mostly he has been a publisher, the 
principal owner of La Prensa, the New 
York 
Times 
of 
Peru. 
He 
is 
a 
conservative who has argued throughout 
his life for improved social conditions 
and for human liberty. 
When 
G e n e r a l 
Velasco 
took 
over 
Peru, as generals tend 
to do every decade or 
so, 
he 
recognized 
many obstacles to his 
creeping 
totalitarianism, 
not 
the 
least 
of 
them 
Pedro 
Beltran. 
He 
moved 
a g ain st 
Beltran in bits and 
pieces, the way that 
cowardly tyrants tend 
to 
do. 
First 
the 
government 
recognized a compulsion to broaden a 
city street and incidentally tear down 
Beltran’s historic home. Then they 
started taxing his farm and otherwise 
making it all but impossible to continue 
to manage it. 
Then, Beltran having journeyed to the 
United States and Europe to teach a few 
courses in Latin-American history and 
economics, 
he 
returned 
and 
was 
accosted by a court order requiring him 
to sell his newspaper. On the grounds 
that he had been absent more than the 
consecutive days a newspaper owner is 
permitted to be absent under the terms 
of a dusty old statute never before 
enforced or even ventilated. Needless to 
say, the appraisal made of his stock was 
a 
preposterous 
figure. 
General 
Velasco’s mastery of the techniques of 
tyranny was becoming more and more 
highly developed 


That was a couple of years ago. Now 
General Velasco appears not to care 
about appearances. A few weeks ago he 
simply nationalized the press and turned 
it over to a couple of government-run 
labor unions 
to administer. 
Pedro 
Beltran, by now an expatriate, was in 
Paris when it happened He issued a 
most eloquent statement, reminding his 
countrymen that the cry for Latin- 
American 
independence 
had 
been 
uttered a century and a half ago against 
the oppressive Spanish Viceroys And 
that cry was "The people want to know 
what it’s all about 
It is now official 


that, in Peru, they will not know. 
It is a strange government dowr 
there, curiously immune to sustained 
criticism from the centers of liberal 
concern around the world. The reason 
for it is that the generals who took over 
the country aren’t the usual kind who 
conform to the country's traditional 
modes.

Velasco 
fellow 
is 
a 
socialist. Not of the Allende brand. He 
doesn’t 
go 
about 
proclaiming 
his 
solidarity with the socialist world: 
indeed, 
he affects

poor. 
Peron did this for a while, perhaps you 
will remember. He just gave things 
away to the poor, and managed to set 
back the Argentinian economy by a 
generation, so that after the circus was 
over, people were poorer than ever. 
Finally the world turned against Peron, 
and for some reason he comes down to 
us 
as 
having 
been 
a 
right-wing 
dictator,” even though his alliances 
were always with the proletariat and the 
labor unions, and he was opposed by the 
Church, by business, by the press, and, 
finally, by the military. 
General Velasco’s military associates 
are thoroughly in tune with the new 
brand of Peruvian leftism that is 
eroding Peruvian institutions. It is only 
the navy down there that he worries 
about, since it continues to be anti- 
Communist, and there are signs not only 
from the navy, but from the people, of a 
grave 
dissatisfaction 
with 
General 
Velasco’s policies. In the past, generals 
have returned rule to the civilian arm 
after an interval. 
General Velasco apparently has not 
such plans. He recently concluded a deal 
with

the

provision never before experienced, to 
my knowledge, in commercial aviation.

disorder, or public calamities,” the 
Peruvian government can avail itself of 
the entire resources of Aeroflot in Peru. 
This means, in effect, that the Soviet 
Union 
could 
quite 
legally 
make 
available its civil air arm to Peru to help 
it quell internal disorders, or to wage 
some kind of military action against its 
traditional rival to the south, Chile. 
Again, no notice taken. Of course we 
do not pay much attention these days to 
the Monroe Doctrine, let alone its 
implications. But it is sad to think that 
after all our experience in hemispheric 
solidarity and what-not, Peru’s tyrants 
are lining up the Soviet air force for the 
sake of making it tougher for the 
Peruvian people to know what it’s all 
about.

Arms race 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - In the 
past when a policeman told a suspect to 
"halt or I ’ll blow your head off” be was 
merely parroting a figure of speech 
Today, sadly, it's more than tough talk 
Hundreds of police departments in the 
nation have traded their traditional .38 
caliber revolvers for awesomely more 
powerful 
357magnums 
In addition, 
many of the departments are now 
issuing 
hollow-nose 
ammunition, 
similar to dum-dum bullets, which 
mushroom on impact and do ghastly 
things to human flesh. In combination, 
the new gun and bullet can indeed blow a 
head from a body. 
The Connecticut State Police is one of 
the latest departments to upgrade its 
sidearm capability Tests there indicate 
the 357 is so atomic it can shoot through 
an automobile engine block The hollow- 
nose, it has been shown, will not pass 
through a human being with a neat little 
hole, as with the "weak" old .38, but 
almost explode on striking so as to 
confine its massive damage, as a 
spokesman 
puts 
it, 
"inside 
the 
perpetrator.” 
Connecticut cops are 
delighted 
But no one else should be The trend 
toward larger, more powerful police 
weapons is dangerous at best, insanity 
at worst. Police say the new weapons 
are 
needed 
to 
better protect the 
citizenry from desperados and that 
anything that does the job quicker and 
more effectively 
is progress 
The 
rationale boggles the mind Following, 
it, 
next they 
will 
want howitzers 
mounted on squad cars, for, God knows, 
a 106mm shell would really do the job 
more quickly and more effectively. 
Certainly the cop must protect the 
citizenry, and himself. Evil goofs with 
gats seem around every comer in the 
nation and, though, it’s sickening, the 
police revolver is often the only defense 
the good guys have. But the policeman is 
only human, he can only do so much. The 
average cop is given 2000 hours of 
training (vs. about 4000 for the average 
barber), thus he’s not a weapons expert 
nor, even a police expert. Giving him 
bigger and bigger guns and telling him 
he is therefore better able to stop crime 
is a noisome hoax 
It would not be a hoax, admittedly, if 
upon hearing of new police weapons, 
criminals would all back off in fear. But 
they won’t. If anything, thugs will get 
new weapons of their own. “ What can 
result,” says David Steinberg of the 
National Council for a Responsible 
Firearm Policy , “ is a kind of arms race. 
Even non-criminals could get involved. 
We 
know 
that 
many 
law-abiding 
minority people, as example, see police 
as their enemies and actually arm 
themselves against irresponsible police. 
If they hear that policemen now have 
magnum 
weapons, 
they 
may 
get 
magnums of their own. Something like 
this could go on and on. The question is, 
where does it end?" 
Ideally, it could end by the application 
of federal leadership. Dozens of national 
agencies exist for the sole purpose of 
trying to reduce bloodshed in the land. 
Unfortunately, shockingly, at least one 
of the agencies — the Law Enforcement 
Assistance 
Administration 
— 
encourages rather than discourages 
police arms escalation. The Connecticut 
police, as example, used an LEA A 
recommendation 
as 
one 
of 
the 
arguments for adopting the hollow-nose 
bullet. This bullet is so cruel (it’s 
normally used by hunters to kill large 
beasts) 
that 
a Geneva Convention 
outlawed its use in war; yet the federal 
government says it’s perfectly all right, 
even desirable, to use it in New Haven. 


Guns have become one of America’s 
major 
social 
diseases. 
Statistics 
indicate there are as many private 
weapons as people in the land Fifteen- 
thousand people are murdered or die 
accidentally from guns annually,40 per 
cent of the fatalities are children 
between ages 1 and 19. The U.S. gun 
death rate per 100,000 people is 6.68 as 
opposed to a mere .10 in Great Britain. 
Clearly, the national movement should 
be to limit not escalate such carnage. A 
nation of Dirty Harry cops, blowing 
people’s heads off, may satisfy the 
sadists but it won't do one damn thing 
about crime except make it bloodier.
